Charles Schneider Is Convulsed by 
Running Water and Expires |

- After showing all of the symptoms of hydrophobia for two 
days, Charles Schmieder of 6400 Suburban avenue died in convul- 
sions at the Centenary Hospital Saturday. 


He was taken there Friday afternoon on the order of Dr. Ww. 


E. Harral of 6201 Etzel avenue, who diagnosed the case as rabies 


in one of its most virulent forms. 

Two years ago a stray dog ran into 
Schmieder’s bakery and bit him and his 
sister, Huldah, 20 years old. The young 
Woman hurried to a doctor and had her 
wound cauterized. Saturday she said 
her brother laughed at her for doing 
this. “A dog-bite can’t hurt you,” he 
gaid: “that’s all stuff about hydropho- 
bia.’’ 

The slight wound on the index finger 
of his right hand healed quickly and he 
thought no more of it. Miss Schmieder 
says that the incident was never. again 
discussed in the family and that it had 
almost been forgotten. 

‘Schmieder was in good health until 
Thursday, when he suddenly developed 
symptoms of the dread disease. The 
sight of water at first sickened him, and 
as the day wore on his condition rapid- 
ly grew worse. 

Teeth Snapped Together. 

When Dr. Harral was called in 





teeth would snap together convulsively 
when he heard the sound of water run- 
ning from the kitchen hydrant. 


Friday the symptoms of rabies ap- 
peared, and it was deemed unsufe t» 
permit him to remain at his home, as 
it was feared he might injure some 
member of his family when the cenvul- 
sions came on. | 

All efforts to check the progress of 
the disease at Centenary Hospital were 
unavailing. He rapidly became more 
rabid and uncontrollable. 


The case is a puzzle to physicians be 
cause Schmieder, when he was first at- 
tacked by the disease, said the only 
time he was bitten by a dog was two 
years ago. 

Dr. Harral said Saturday that if hy- 
drophobia developed after two years, 
this period of incubation of the dis- 
ease is the longest ever recorded in 
medical science,

She ran in and picked up the baby, 
trying to smother the fire against her 
own bosom. She ran with the baby to 
the rear porch, where water was thrown 
on his burning gown, but he died in a 
few minutes. The mother is prostrated.

WIFE WASN'T WAITING 
“Fare” Goes to Buckingham 


for Money, but Is Enticed

J. D. Waring, who sells paintings to 
rich people, who lives at the Bucking- 
ham Club, and who quotes Omar 
Khayam correctly even when his step 
is unsteady, was tried in the Clark Ave- 


nuc Police Court Saturday on a charge 
of failing to pay a taxicab bill of $12.30 
and $5.50 he had borrowed from the taxi 
chauffeur to treat friends. 

At 1 p.m. Friday W. B. Updegraff, 
manager of a taxicab garage at 5011 Del- 
mar boulevard, was called by telephone 
and informed that Mr. Waring, the art 
dealer, wanted a cab at the Missouri 
Trust Building, Seventh and Olive 
streets. 

It was 6:30 p. m. when the taxicab 
turned up at the Newstead Avenue Po- 
lice Station with Waring, the dealer in 
masterpieces, a prisoner inside. --

The chauffeur said the afternoon had 
been spent as follows: 

Waiting while Waring was in 9 bar at 
Seventh and Olive streets—90 minutes. 
+ Waiting at the Maryland Hotel—4 
minutes. 

Jefferson and Olive—i5 minutes. 

Campbell's, in St. Louis County—60 
minutes. 

Bar at McPherson avenue and Euclid 
avenue—20 minutes. 

Trip to Bayard and Fountain avenues 
to take Waring’s friend home. 

' Trip to Buckingham Club for Waring 
to “get the money.” ) 

“When we got to the Buckingham he 
jumped out,”’. said the chauffeur, “but 
instead of going to the clerk’s desk 
and getting the money he went down- 
stairs to the bar. 

“f had -béen asking him: abdiit” my 
money every few minutes. When he 
ddn’t come and pay me I -asked a po- 
liceman what I should do. The police- 
man advised me to get him into the 
taxi and take him to the Newstead 
Avenue Station. I worked a little strat- 
egy and got Mr. Waring back into the 
cab. Then I took him to the station.”’ 

Saturday morning at the police court 
Waring was permitted to occupy a chair 
just outside the prisoners’ cage while 
waiting for his trial. When he took the 
stand he said he had not intended to 
beat the chauffeur out of 8 money. 

Wite Was Not Waiting. 

“My wife had the money,” he said, 
“and I told him so, but-wWhen-I got to 
the hotel I had beén so many places 
that my wife was not waiting for me. 
However, I will pay the bill now. A 
friend is on the way with the money.’’ 

Judge Tracy told him that the case 
would be dismissed on payment of costs, 
provided a settlement was made with 
the chauffeur. A few minutes after 
Waring had left the stand a Broadway 
art store proprietor appeared with the 
money. The chauffeur received the 
amount of the taxicab bill, the $5.50 
borrowed money and the court clerk 
received $3 as costs. Waring departed.

Negra Opens the Trunk, 

Dobroff’s trunk was examined by the 
Public Administrator, who found noth- 
ing of value in it, and returned it te 
Capt. Pickel of the North Market Street 
Station. Negra was notified that he 
could have the trunk, and, calling at 
the station, he opened iit. 

He uttered a cry of anquish when 
he saw, scattered over the bottom of 
the trunk, letters in his wife’s hand- 


writing, addressed to Dobroff while the 


latter was in Kansas City recently. 
Reading, he found them full of expres- 
sions of love for Dobroff. 

“Come back to me,” was the plea fre- 
quently repeated in the letters. 

With the letters was a small Bulgar- 
ian-Roumanian dictionary, used by Do- 
broff, a Bulgarian, in translating the 
letters written by Mrs. Negra, who was 
a Roumanian. 

Falls on Her Baby. 

Dobroff beat Mrs. Negra with a scant- 
ling, behind a locked door, Monday, 
while her husband strove to push the 
door open from without. The Negra 
family, at the time, was moving to East 
St. Louis. 

As Mrs. Negra fell unconscious to the 
floor, she fell on and crushed her baby, 
2 months old. The infant was taken to 
the City Hospital, where physicians are 
still trying to save its life. 

Dobroff ran out of the house and 
swallowed acid in. a cigar store. He 
died two hours before the death of Mrs. 
Negra.

Equitable, Metropolitan and 
Prudential Affected by’

The State Supreme Court at Jeffer- 
son City Saturday upheld the constitu- 
tionality of the Missouri law which pro- 
hioits the Insurance Commissi~ner fron: 
issuing a license to any insurance com- 
pany paying its president a salary of 
more than 360,000 a year. 

The Equitable, Metropolitan and Pru 
dential Life Insurance, companies ap- 
plied to the Supreme Court for a writ 
of mandamus to compel the Insurance 
Commissioner to grant the licenses. The 
president of each of these companies 
is paid $60,000 a year or more, and it 
was their contention that the law was 
unconstitutional bécause it limited the 
earning power of the individual 

The companies will not be affected im- 
mediately by the decision, as it is their 
intention to appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. Managers 
of the local companies said Saturday 
that the case was submitted on an un- 
derstanding between the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and the attorneys for the compa- 
nies that the decision of the Missouri 
Supreme Court is not to become effect- 
ive until a decision has been obtained 
from the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States. 

If the decision of the Missouri court 
is upheld the companies will either 
have to quit the State or reduce the 
salaries of their presidents... Several 
years may be required to get a decis- 
ion from the Supreme Court.

VAN CLEVE STI

Notes Purporting to HaveBeen 
Sent Detective Made Public 
by Gompers. 





St. Louis labor leaders are discussing 
letters purporting to have been written 
by J. W. Van Cleave, former president 
of the National «association of Manu- 
facturers, to J. K. Turner, president of 
a detective agency, which have been 
made public by Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of La- 
bor. 

Mr. Gompers and Mr. Van Cleave 
have been engaged in a bitter warfare 
for a long time. Mr. Van Cleave pro- 


cured an‘injunction against Gompers and 
other leaders forbidding them ‘from 
maintaining a boycott on the Buck 
Stove and Range Co. of St. Louis, of 
which Mr. Van Cleave is president. 
Gompers was charged with violation of 
the injunction and was ordered to jail 
by the Court. 

Mr. Van Cleave is out of the city Sat- 
urday and could not be seen as to the 
authenticity of the letters given out by 
Gompérs. In making the letters public 
Mr, Gompers: said: 

“T have decided to make public some 
letters written by Mr. J. W. Van Cleave, 
president of the Buck Stove and Range 
Co., to J. K. «urner, president of a 
detective agency. The animus of Mr, 
Van Cleave toward labor is clearly 
shown. 

“These letters were written more than 
a year before any controversy existed 
between his company and the American 
Federation of Labor. This man Van 
Cleave dares to enter the courts of our 
country asking them to stand between 
his relentless, unscrupulous methods of} 
antagonism to labor organizations and 
the rightful indignation and resentment 
they evoked.”’ 

One of the letters which Mr. Gompers 
says Mr. Van Cleave wrote to Turner 
follows: 

“My Dear Sir: I am particularly anx- 
ious to have the I. M. U. (International 
Molders’ Union) commit an overt act 
that will wipe out of existence all of 
the conference agreements between the 
Ss. F. N. D. A. (Stove Founders’ Na- 
tional Defense Association) and the I.

That means that the pur- 
chaser of a $3000 foreign “‘buzz-buggy’”’ 
must pay $1350 duty on it before he can 
bring it into this country.

Question of Judge Williams’ Right 
to Hear Case Before Su- 
preme Court. 


An early decision is expected from 
the Supreme Court on the question of 
Judge Williams’ right to hear the suit 
instituted by Circuit Attorney Jones 
charging rate collusion among the rail- 
roads. The question of jurisdiction was 
argued in the Supreme Court Saturday, 
says a press dispatch from Jefferson 
City. 

The roads are asking for a writ of 
prohibition to prevent Judge Williams 
hearing the suit. A demurrer has been 
filed to that by Jones and his asso- 
ciates. The roads contend that Judge 
Smith McPherson settled the question 
when he enjoined the State Courts from 
taking jurisdiction of rate questions. 

Jones contends that the issue in his 
suit is not a rate question but one in- 
volving a conspiracy in restraint of 
trade and that, where rates‘are con- 
cerned, the suit merely would tend to 
enforce Judge McPherson’s dictum that 
a 2% cent rate is “reasonable.”’

Supreme Court Issues Writ of 
Mandamus Against Judge 
Hugo Grimm. 





The Supreme Court issued a writ of 
mandamus Saturcay against Judge 
Hugo Grimm of the Circuit Court of 
St. Louis directing him to restore to 
the docket the defendant’s demurrer in 
the ouster suit of the Circuit Attorney 
against the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. 

After overruling the demurrer Judge 
Grimm ordered it stricken from his 
docket. The attorneys for the Union 
Klectric Light and Power Co. filed the 
mandamus suit to have it reinstated . 

The original suit was filed by former 
Circuit Attorney Sager. He charged 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. with violation of the anti-trust laws 
of Missouri, in that it consolidated all 
of the electric lighting corporations of 
St. Louis into one company, thereby 
creating a monopoly. , j 


Dispute Over Agreements. 
The company filed a demurer to the 


suit, and former Judge Taylor sus- 
tained it. A dispute arose as to whether 
certain agreements had been made be- 
tween Mr. Sager and the court; and 
the case was passed down tp Judge 
Grimm, when he succeeded Judge Tay- 
lor. 

According to Mr. Sager, who is still 
retained in the case, the restoration of 
the demurrer to the docket will have no 
material effect on it. Unless there is 
some other legal hitch the case will 
come up for trial in the summer or fall 
months. The decision of the Supreme 
Court is not regarded as having any 
vital effect on the State’s case.

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Sheridan Webster Praises It as 
“Finest Big Cinch on 
Earth.” 


MEMBERSHIP DEFINED 


Lawyer Says Labor Fears 
Board Is Dominated by 
Special Interests. 


The Board of Freeholders has been 


officially informed by Sheridan Web- 
ster that St. Louis has the “finest Big 
Cinch on earth.” With remarkable 
frankness and considerable emphasis, 
Mr. Webster told the Freeholders that 
the laboring people feared that they 
were under the domination of the “Big 
Cinch,’’ and would write a charter such 
as the special interests dictate. 

“The union labor people fear that the 
charter will be written in the interest 
of the Big Cinch,” said Mr. Webster, 
“and that we will then have a Council 
of five or seven men who need not be 
bought because they already belong to 
the Big Cinch.’’ 

For the first time Mr. Webster gave 
a formula for determining how a citi- 
zen is a big-cincher. According to Mr. 
Webster any man of great capacity who 
contributes 5 per cent of his ability to 
the public good and 9% per cent of it 
to the special interests is a member of 
the “Big Cinch.” 

Mr. Webster was given a two hours’ 
hearing. He deprecated the fact that 
he has become a “chronic kicker,’”’ and 
ussured the Freeholders that there is 
no pleasure in all the time complaini 
or finding fault, but, he added, ‘‘there 
is alWays something to find fau!t with.” 


Wants Free Water. 
Many suggestions for the new char- 


ter, besides the initiative, referendum 
and recall, were offered by Mr. Webster. 
He advocated free water, and thought 
the people ought to be encouraged to 
use it by removing the tax on it. He 
advocated also the abolition of all li- 
cense taxes, which he said, made it an 
offense for a man to engage in an oc- 
cupation without having first paid for 
the privilege of, doing so. % 

Mr. Webster declared that the initia- 


‘tive and referendum would destroy the 


powerful influence of the big rich, and 
sooner or :ater, the prejudice that exists 
between the rich and the poor. He ad- 
vocated that all franchises shall be sub- 
mitted to the peopie for a vote. This 
plan, he said, will prevent boodling by 
making it inm:possible for a corrupt as- 
sembly to deliver a franchise to the pur- 
chaser. 

Suggests Farms for Unemployed. 

Farms and factories to supply work 
for the unemployed would also be estab- 
lished if Mr. Webster were writing the 
charter. He said that St.’ Louis is full 
of mutilated humanity—humanity that 
once lay 'n ine cradle and might, under 
the old theory, have been President of 
the United States—and that it is a 
shame that the city has no power to 
offer any reief for the unfortunate. 
These conditions, he said, drive men to 
crime.

Col. John A. Laird has demonstrated 
that he was sincere when he announced 
that he would cultivate and develop the 
military side of the Police Department. 
At Friday’s meeting of the Board—the 


first over which he pgesicted—he deliv- 
ered a lecture which [eft no doubt as 
to what his policy will be. 

Patrolman Stephen Bankr of the Man- 
chester Avenue District admitfed hav- 
ing absented himself from his beat for 
one hour. He pleadec for clemency on 
the ground that he is the sole support 
of aged parents. The Board voted a 
reprimand and a fine of $25. 

“The Police Department is a standing 
army,” said Col. Laird. It was his 
maiden speech and, although his re- 
marks were directed to the officer on 
trial, it wes plain to see that he was 
addressing the entire police force. ‘‘Ev- 
ery patrolman is a soldier. 

“Do you know what they do to a 
soldier who deserts his post of duty? 
Yhey shoot him dead. You did not ceme 
near being shot for your offense, but 
I want to tell you that you came 
mighty near losing your position. 
‘The police force is maintained for

the sole purpose of protecting life and 
property. You stand between honest

abandon your duty. 

“The Board recognizes the fact that 
you’are the sole support of your aged 
parents, but you did not think of your 
parents when you deserted your post. 
Let me warn you that a repetition of 
this offense will mean dismissa] from 
the force. The new Board intends to 
keep up the efficiency of the depart- 
ment. That will do.’

Col. Laird again doclared himself 
when reprimanding Patrolman Victor 5.

“You were not acting as an officer 
and gentleman,” said the Colonel 
“Swearing is a bod habit and no good 
can come of its use by policemen. Pa- 
trolmer must be gentlene-. Try tu cor- 
rect yourself. You will fare much 
harder if you are brought before the 
Board again for this offense.” ’ 

Col. Laird, believed by many to "be 
the local prototype of Theodore Ronse- 
velt, who first sprang into fame as a 
Police Commissioner in-Wew York City, 
is a soidier of two wars. He fought 
on the Union side in the Civil conflict 
sand participated in the Spanish-Aieri- 
can campaign. He has a military bear- 
ing and, realizing that the Police Depart- 
ment is a quasi-military organization, 
believes ‘he military side of the force 
should be heeded.

Decision Holds They Cannot 
Be Opened for Primary 
Fraud Cases. 








The Supreme Court of Missour!l de- 
cided Saturday that the ballot boxes 
cannot be opened in the trial of the 
primary election judges and clerks on 
charges of making false returns in the 
primary election last August. 

The Grand Jury indicted 69 judges 
and clerks en charges of making fraud- 


ulent returns in connection with the 
primary. Cireuit Attorney Sager en- 
deavored to get the ballot boxes open- 
ed to use the ballotse as evidence 
against the defendants. Two Cirguit 
judges refused to permit the boxes to 
be opened, but Judge Wilson A. Taylor 
in the case against Emil Van Stade, 
a Third Ward judge, issued an order 
for the opening of the boxes. 

Attorneys for the accused men ap- 
plied to the Supreme Court for a writ 
of prohibition against Judge Taylor. 

Mr. Sager proceeded against one of 
the indicted officials, a judge named Mc- 
Grath in the Third Ward, and he was 
sentenced to four years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Circuit Attorney Jones said Saturday 
that the decision will not affect any of 
the cases, as he was preparing to try 
them without opening the ballot boxes. 


ROOSEVELT PROVES HE WAS 
WISE IN CHOICE OF RIFLES 


He Had Used a Winchester for 
Years and Refused to Change 
for African Hunt. 


Col. Roosevelt’s prowess as a shot, 
recently illustrated by his success in 
bringing down big game in Africa, has 
called attention.again to his shooting 
equipment. The former President uses 
what is technically known as a Win- 
chester 189, 406-caliber rifle, using high- 
power, smokeless powder cartridges, 
which tear a hole about the size of a 
golf ball. 

When he was getting ready for his 
African trip he received all sorts of 
advice as to what he should put into 
his equipment. Many English hunters 
of big game urged him to accept nothing 
put English-made rifles, as they con- 
tended that no American-made rifle 
could stop a rhino or lion.

AN IGNOBLE COMPETITION. 

Recent reports, prepared by the clerks of the 
Senate Finance Committee and the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, show the cost of run- 
ning the Government to be $.1.55 for each of the 
90,000,000 inhabitants of the country, as against 


$6.60 in 1884. The appropriations for the fiscal’ 


year 1909-1910 are $1,044,401,857.12. In 1884 Con- 
gress voted $290, 161,275.03; the population in that 
year being 44,000,000. 

The largest single item of difference is of mili- 
tary appropriations. For the year 1884-1885 Con-/ 
gress voted for the army and navy $54,071,715. 
For the fiscal year 1909-1910 Congress voted $238,- 
131,082. 


It will be observed that the total cost of gov-| 


ernment in .884-1885 was not quite one-fourth 
greater than the cost in 1909-1910 of the war es- 
tablishment alone. The per capita cost in 1884 
of armaments was $1.23 or $6.15 for every fam- 
ily; in 1909 it is‘ $2.61 per capita or $13.05 for 
every family. 

The theory on which this war policy is justi- 
fied is that it mecsu-cs the growth of our im- 
portance as a world power. But it is never made 
clear what benefit accrues to the individual citi- 
zen who pays for this display of power or how he 
is strengthened directly or indirectly by an an- 
nual draft upon his ‘resources for which no ma- 
terial compensation is ever received. 

The real power of a nation lies in the extent 
and development of its material gresources and 
in the energy and intelligence of its people. Any- 
thing which wastes the one or impairs the vi- 
tality of the other is not a power or source of 
_ power or measure of power. It is a parasitic lia- 
~ bility, a drafn upon power and, in the long run, a 
source of weakness. This much has been con- 
fessed by the English Government during the re- 
cent debates in Parliament on the German war 
geare, but English statesmen bow to inebriate 

jingoism just as ours do. It is precisely the logic 
of one who says that a man, having contracted 
the habit of taking stimulants, must continue 
and cultivate it “in order to keep him going,” 
although it is admitted that soon or late the tis- 
sues of the body, will be consumed and the man 
will ule. 
It is a competition of endurance in which the 
United States has entered—not a competition of 
power, but of weakness. From the poin: of view 
of cnlightenment and real civilization it is an 
ignoble competition which ought to be unthink- 
able in a nation conscious of its power.

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FREE BRIDGE QUESTIONS. 

The most significant opinion brought out in 
the discussion of the Free Bridge problem before 
'the Council Committee on Public Improvements 
jWas that of the leading advocates of the Free 
Bridge who opposed the issue of any more bonds 
on the ground that the bridge should not cost 
more than $3,500,000, the original sum provided. 

Chairman Schutz would not permit a discussion 
of this point on the ground tha. it was not perti- 
nent. He held the debate to the question of be- 
ginning the bridge without provision for railroad 
approaches and to the method of providing the 
first deficit of $500,000. 

But it was evident that Mr. Gerhart, Mr. Bar- 
rett and others who have been the most active 
supporters of the bridge, strorgly opposed more 
bonds and believed that the original sum was 
sufficient. The-attitude of these men has a sig- 
nificant bearing on the question of the public at- 
titude should the voters be asked to authorize 
additional bonds after. the building of the bridge 
has begun. In view of their opinion, would the 
voters approve a bond issue to meet the addition- 
al cost? 

Although the business men represented by Mr. 
Lionberger nave not been numbered with the 
supporters of the Free Bridge movement, their 
view that the present plans with the total issue 
of bonds required should be submitted to the peo- 
ple for indorsement before the beginning cf 
work is worthy of consideration. It embodies the 
prudent, conservative business method of pre- 
paring for a costly undertaking dependent for 
its successful completion upon the approval of 
the public. 

One other point ought to be settled: What ef- 
fect would the Jack of provision for railroad ap- 
proaches and for the completion of any bridge 
with the consequent uncertainty of finishing the 
bridge in accordance with the specifications cf 
the bridge amendment have on the sale of bonds? 
Is-there a possibility of litigation on the validity 
of bonds in the event that the kind of bridge 
specified in the amendment authorizing. the bond 
issue should not be constructed?

THE SUGAR TRUST’S GRAFT. 

Refined sugar costs the trust 4 cents a pound 
when the duty has been paid. The jobber pays 
the trust 4.8 cents for it and passes it along to 
the retailer at 4.9 to 4.95 cents. The cost to the 
consumer is from 5 to 5.1 cents per pound. The 
trust makes a profit two and one-half times as 
great as the jobber and retailer together. 

In discussing the sugar tariff, Senator Clay 
said the trust pays the farmer $5 a ton for beets 
whose reduction to sugar costs $3.60 a ton. Ac- 
cording to the Department of Agriculture, the 
farmer’s profit on a ton of beets is 80 to 90 cents. 
Senator Clay’s computation of the trust’s profits 
on beet sugar is $4.32 a ton or 2.16 cents a 
pound, as compared with 8-10ths of a cent a 
pound profit on imported cane sugar. 

It is a stock argument that the exorbitant tar- 
iff tax on sugar, in its protective qualities, is for 
the benefit of the beet-growing farmer It is 
plain, however, from these figures that the Sugar 
Trust is the beneficiary, receiving nine parts of 
the benefit to the farmer’s one part. That‘a very 








benefit the farmers are taxed and poverty pays 
its toll to trust wealth.

While the business depression is 
credited with this gratifying showing, the de- 
crease is absolute, not relative, for the number 
of passengers carried one mile to one passenger 
killed increased from 179,035,339 to 235,294,117.

THE MYSTERY OF SIR HECTOR MACDONALD. 


IR HECTOR MACDONALD, crushed under unmerited disgrace, is said 
S to have blown out his brains in Paris in 1903. Later, in the London 
Times, appeared the offer of a $5900 reward to any one who had seen the 
hero’s dead body. At about the same time came rumors that Macdonald had 
gone to Japan and had risen high in the Mikado’s army. The whole story is one 
of unusual interest and its climax is clouded in mystery. 

Macdonald began life as a barefoot Scotch peasant boy—a day laborer’s 
son—and found work, first, as errand runner and later as clerk in a dry goods 
store. From an old retired soldier he learned, as a lad, the maxims of mili- 
tary drill. At 18 he enlisted as a private in the Goréon Highlander Regiment. 
For eight years he served in the ranks. Then, in the Afghan campaign of 
1879, he led a few men in a fierce bayonet charge that drove from ambush 2000 
natives, who were waiting to annihilate Lord Roberts and his staff. For 
this feat Roberts offered him his choice of the coveted Victoria Cross or an of- 
ficer's commission. Macdonald chose the commission. Years later, when he 

was a colonel, he performed a miracle of strat- 

egy at the battle of Omdurman in stopping a 

THE FARM BOY dervish charge on the British flank and turning 

WHO BECAME GENERAL the fortunes of the day. Afterward he was one 

| " of the heroes of the Boer War. Within thirty 

years from the time he entered the army he rose to the rank of' Brigadier- 
General, and was knighted. 

Macdonald was the idol of the enlisted men and was called by 
“Wighting Mac.’’ But in higher army circles it was said at the time there was 
a certain amount of prejudice against him. The exact nature and extent of this 
prejudice is unknown. But it, or some other cause, wore down Macdonald’s 
health, making him gloomy and over sensitive. He was severely wounded 
in battle, and had a bad sunstroke that nearly killed him. All this combined to 
wreck his nerves. He was ordered te Ceylon after the Boer War as Command- 
er of the local British forces. There, early in 1903, grave charges were made 
against him. None of Macdonald's friends for a moment believed the accusa- 
tions. But the old warrior was broken in health and nerve. Instead of forcing 
his traducers to retract, he set sail at once for England. The sJovernor of 
Ceylon is reported to have said to him on his departure: 

‘Retter disappear during the voyage. It is the Only course left open to 


you.” 

Macdonald went to England and laii the matter before the War Depari- 

ment. According to some reports, his supervisors there sternly ordered him 
to go back to Ceylon and face a courtmartial. According to others, Lord Rob- 
erts, his old commander, expressed absolute belief in Macdonald and advised 
him to return to Ceylon for the purpose of clearing his name and of confuting 
his enemies. In either case, Macdonald crossed to Paris, took a small room at 
the Hotel Regina and remained in retirement for several days. People who 
gaw him there said he was restless and phehaved like a man whose mind was 
affected. One day he opened an English newspaper and read the account of 
his case. He burst into tears, went doWn to his own room, and—so the general- 
ly accepted story goes—was found lying dead there an hour later with a bullet 
hole through his right temple. 

For so famous a man the arrangements that followed were, to say the Yeast 
peculiar. When members of Macdonald's family reached Paris they were told 
the dead man’s widow had taken charge of his body and had hurried it to 
Scotland. Most people had not known until then that Macdonald was married. 
The widow—or others in authority—forbade the public funeral for which the 
army and the nation clamored, and would not allow Macdonald's remains to 
lie in state or be seen by his old friends; but privately, and at a very early 
hour in the morning, buried the coffin supposed to contain his corpse. The 
entire affair was conducted with what many regarded as undue haste and

Six months after the news of his suicide a Ceylon commission formally ac- 

quitted him of all guilt in regard to the charge that had been preferred 

against him. The verdict in no way cleared up the mystery of his supposed 


death. .

NEW YORK, May 22.—The Evening 
Post in its financial review today says: 

No change of great importance oc- 
curred in prices on the stock exchange 
today, and the market was on the whole 
inactive. Three or four stocks—the ‘Hill 
Group” and the copper shares especial- 
ly—moved up a point or thereabouts in 
a desultory way; elsewhere the changes 
were only fractior.al. 

The market ended pretty generally, 
however, on a somewhat higher level. 
Foreign exchange held very firm, but 
a rise in sterling at Paris may have 
some effect in making gold exports 
from here to the Continent less profit- 
able. Announcement of a $30,000,000 
bond issue of a packing house concern, 
with which such financing is a new 
experiment, was interesting, chiefly be- 
cause of the rather prevalent wonder 
that more of an effort has not been 
made by corporations to take advantage 
of the favorable bond market. . 

Loans Shifted to London. 

The process of shifting loans to Lon- 
don, which was plainly in evidence last 
week, was a distinct factor in the bank 
statement again today. The loan reduc- 
tron reported by the banks and trust 
ccmpanies aggregated $10,581,000, taking 
the actual) figures of the bank return as 
a basis of reckoning. 

The $7,000,000 contraction reported by 
the banks made possible $1,423,800 add1- 
tlon to surplus, thus enlarging that item 
to $22,000,000, which is a _ respectable 
showing for this period of the year. 
This was made possible, too, in spite 
of the fact that the withdrawal of $7,- 
000,000 gold for the week more than off- 
set the heavy inflow of cash from the 
interior, so that the banks show an 
actual decrease of $188,000 cash for the 
week.

NEW YORK, May 22.—Charles Green 
Bush, the dean and acknowledged lead- 
er of his art, for years chief cartoonist 
of the New York World and Post-Dis- 
patch, died at Camden, S. C., last night. 
He had suffered from occasional at- 
tacks of cardiac weakness for several 

years. 

Mr. Bush was born in Boston in Sep- 
tember, 1842. At the age of 18 he was 
appointed a cadet in the United States 
Naval Academy at Annapolis. Ad- 
mira! Sigsbee was his classmate. But 
he was not graduated from there. Al- 
though he was high in his class in 
inost ef his studies, his mind could 
never grasp mathematics. 

At the Naval Academy Bush stood at 
the head of the class for drawing, for 
which he had natural talent. Leaving 
Annapolis, he became an illustrater for 
Harper & Brothers and worked side by 
side with Edwin Austin Abbey, C. S. 
Reinhart and Winslow Homer. 

Originated “Uncle Sam.” 

Bush drew admirable cartoons for the 
New York Telegram and Herald for 
several years. He brought his brilliant, 
satirical humer to The World and the‘ 
Post-Dispatch in 1897. 

Bush first drew the idea! figures of 
Uncle Sam and Father Knickerbocker, 
which have become a!most realities. 





Before he originated the typical Uncle 
Sam with the chin whiskers and the 
striped trousers fastened under the 
foot, each cartoonist drew a figure to 


represent the United States according - 


to his own fancy. Mr: Bush said that 
the idea was suggested to him by one 
of his uncles who lived in Massachu- 
setts and was an intense American, 

Bush also gave to David B. Hill the 
little high hat with its plume, “I am =: 
Democrat.” He loved to draw a pic 
turesque figure; his opportunities dur 
ing the Chinese-Japanese War delight- 
ed him. 

Bush was a delightful teiieissaiichon an: 
es charming many-sided gentieman. H: 
Was a good musician. Years ago h. 
sang in the choir of Dr. Parkhurst’: 
church. 

He was a first-rate cahinet maker, an: 
designed and built -beautiful and fas 
model yachts,, five and six feet. long. 
rigged them perfectly, and feund mucr 
sport in sailing them against each oth- 
er, He Was’ proud of his ability as a 
carpenter. He loved the vld-fasbioned 
flowers he cultured, and at their full 
beauty gave them to his friends. 

Truly it. can be said that Charies 
Green Bush did well everything’ he, dic 
lionor, righteousness and ‘gayety lox 
wmuch when he died.
